State Trtacca Growers Associa¬ 
tes Meeting. 

The Executive Committee of 
the Burley Tobacco .Growers’ 
Association met in Lexington on 
March 26th with an attendance 
representing over thirty counties. 
There were a so present many 
representative farmers and to¬ 
bacco growers interested in the 
movement. Tne meeting was 
caljed to order about two o’clock 
by Vice President W, B. Haw- 
kina, who made report to the 
Association that fiye counties 
had been organised stnee the last 
meeting. 

Reports from the several coun 
ties were received as to the pro, 
gres$ of tbe work, and various 
committees made reports.
